G.S.R. 367(E)-—In exercise of the powers conferred by the provi to article 309 of the Constitution, the Pre-ident hereby makes

3. Number cf pests, classification and scales of pay- -The number t f the said posts, their classification and the scale of 
pay attached theretr snail. be as specified in column 2 to -1 ol Ihc said schedule. 

4. Method of Recrtiitmcnt, age limit and other Qualification •--The method of recruitment, age limit, qualification s and other 

matters relatinf. to the said por.ts shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualification.—Nr person, 

(a) who has entered into or comraded a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, hiving a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall bp eligible for appointment to any of the said pasts.• 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that >u;h marriage Is permhsib e under the persona Uasv applicable to such 
perse n and the other party to the marriage and that there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of 
this rule. 

6. Powerto relax.--Wherethe Central Governmentis of the opinion that iti? noses-ary or expedient so todo, it may, by order, 
nnd'for reasons to be recorded in writing and in con.ullatiorf with the Union fPublic Service Commission, relax any of the 
provision? of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

7. Saving.—Nothing iiUhcse rules shalUifect to tervationT, relax'-tioti of age limit and other concession' required to be provided 
for the scheduled Castes,', the Scheduled Tribes, ex-servicemen and other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued bythc Central Government from timetotimeinlhlsregard,
